TWENTY-SIX SEATS ON THE HUMAN RIGHTS SUBCOMMISSION. 

USDEL HAS CONFERRED WITH AFRICANS AND LATIN AMERICANS WHO 
DO NOT EXPECT ANY DROPOUTS. NOR DO THEY BELIEVE THEY CAN 
ARRIVE AT AGREED UPON SLATES. THIS IS ALSO THE SITUATION 
WITH THE WEO'S. WHERE EIGHT CANDIDATES ARE COMPETING FOR 
SIX SEATS. BOTH THE GREEKS AND TURKS ARE CAMPAIGNING 
VIGOROUSLY AND IT IS MOST UNLIKELY THAT EITHER WILL DROP 
OUT. 

2. IN A MEETING OF FRENCH, AUSTRIAN, CANADIAN, UK AND 
U.S. DELS IT WAS AGREED THAT AMONG THE WEO'S THE BEST 
SLATE WOULD BE THE EXPERTS CURRENTLY ON THE COMMISSION, 

ESPECIALLY SINCE ALL SIX STRONGLY SUPPORT ECOSOC RES.
